THE EMPEROR FREDERICK. 

We are happy to state that the well-informed 
żerlin Correspondent of the Standard on Monday 
telegraphed news very different from the gloomy 
reports of a few German prints. He *wired ” 
| to London that — '" The Emperor Frederick 
passed a fair night last night. The first half 
was somewhat disturbed by coughing, but in the 
second half he slept well. This morning his 
Majesty was sufliciently well to walk about in 
the Orange - House, in company with the 
Empress, his three daughters, and Prince 
Christian. All sorts of rumours are current 
in Berlin relative to the Emperor's health; 
but most of them are beneath notice... . 
There are now few people in Germany, capable 
of judging on the subject, who do not acknow- 
ledge that Sir M. Mackenzie has rendered the 
Emperor great service, and that to him is due 
the merit of having enabled his Majesty to 
undergo the fatigue of important State affairs of 
late without any evil consequences.” 

The German Reichstag, and the two Houses of 
the Prussian Landtag met on Monday, when 
Prince Bismarck read messages from the Em- 
peror, announcing that the state of his health 
would not permit him to take the oath personally ; 
but promising to faithfully observe the Consti- 
tution. The Emperor has also sent an address 
to the people of Alsace-Lorraine, expressing his 
determination to maintain all the rights of the 
German Empire in those lands.

EMPRESS OF AUSTRIA IN LONDON. 
Tue Empress or Avsrnia, travelling as Countess 
of Hohenembs, and her youngest daughter, the 
Archduchess Marie Valerie, arrived in London 
last Saturday afternoon, straight from Buda- 
Pesth. They drove to Claridge’s Hotel, Brook- 
street, where they intend staying for four or five 
weeks. ‘The purpose of her Majesty’s journey is 
solely for the pleasure of the young Archduchess, 
who has never yet visited any foreign country. 
On Sunday morning they attended mass at the 
Farm-street Roman Catholic Chapel, and after- 
wards paid a visit to the Zoological Gardens, 
Regent’s Park. ‘The Imperial visitors intend 
making several excursions in the country, and, 
after the return of the Queen from Florence, will 
also go to Windsor for a short stay. 

The Empress, accompanied by the Archduchess 
| Mari» Valerie, on Monday morning paid a visit 
to the National Gallery. It was early in the 
forenoon, when there were few other visitors, so 
that the distinguished party could proceed quite 
unmolested through the various rooms. The 
' Archduchess, who takes great interest in artistic 
matters, seemed particularly pleased with what 
she saw. Afterwards the party took a long drive 
through the principal streets of the West-End, 
visited Madame Tussaud’s Exhibition (enriched 
| by a handsome Silver Wedding group of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales), and eventually 
returned to Claridge’s Hotel.

EARTHQUAKES IN YUNNAN. 


Fcrruer details have been received at Shanghai 
of the effects of the earthquakes in Yunnan. The 
large towns of Shih-ping and Kien-Shui have 
been destroyed, and 4000 people killed. 


A PRINCE’S CAMP CAPTURED. 

A TELEGRAM from Rangoon at the commence- 
ment of the week said:—A successful attack 
has been made on the dacoits in the Pagyee 
district in the Chindwin valley, near the place 
where Major Kennedy and Captain Beville were 
killed. Lieutenant Hunter, of the 10th Bengal 
Infantry, who has with 100 rifles of that regiment 
been engaged in attacking the so - called 
« Schwegyobin Prince,” surprised the Prince’s 
camp, capturing 45 prisoners, 127 guns, 71 dahs, 
45 head of cattle, and a large quantity of 
ammunition and food. The Prince and his two 
chief lieutenants narrowly escaped, and fled 
towards Mingin. A number of cases of dacoity 
occurred last week in the Mandalay district. In 
the Ava district a column under Colonel Walker 
surprised Boh Toke’s gang, killing four and 
wounding two dacoits. Successful encounters 
with small gangs of dacoits have taken place in 
several districts of Upper Burmah.
